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EDITORIAL 


To many people interested in.the subject the present-day attitudes 
-concerning UFOs may seem a trifle confused. This editorial is not-intended 
to present a comprehensive picture of the situation - that would take up 
a book - the idea is to present the general pattern of opinions from various 
quarters regarding the why and wherefore of these objects. 

Firstly I should mention that we have been criticized by a few in 
our use of the term 'UFO' where,so they say, we were supposed to have im¬ 
plied 'flying saucer'. Two months ago we included the American Airforce 
definition of unidentified flying object, and we see no reason whatsoever 
for describing a UFO as a 'flying saucer' unless the type of sighting war¬ 
rants the term. 

To the general public in each country these objects and associated 
'contacts' etc.seem to hold very little interest since they remain distress¬ 
fully unaware of the implication of possible extra-terrestrial visitors. 
Unless the Governments publicly admit the existence of UFOs and their prob¬ 
able origin, the people refuse to take interest in the amount of research, 
filings of sightings etc..Moreover,at the moment, most of them are completely 
in the dark about the official attitudes to these objects. On the other 
hand, it' would not be in a country's interest to publicise sie-htings observed 
by special equipment which might be helpful to an aggressor (i.e.radar in¬ 
stallations ete.) After discussion with several journalists we are certain 
that no Press censorship exists towards UFOs. 

There is a feeling among UFO.researchers today that events are 
quietly building up to a.world-wide recognition of these objects, their be¬ 
haviour and their origin. Many scientists are gradually realising that other 
planets besides ours are inhabited, We are all familiar with the theory 
propounded by M.Agrest, a Soviet physico-mathematician suggesting the 
Baalbek Terrace in the Anti-Lebanons. as a possible area for landings of 
extra-terrestrial beings thousands or tens of thousands of years ago. Her¬ 
mann Oberth,pioneer of rocket development believes that "the flying saucers 
come from other worlds." Clyde Tombaugh,discoverer of the planet Pluto who 
has sighted UFOs says:"These things which do appear to be directed,are unlike 
any other phenomena I ever observed... other stars in our galaxy may have 
hundreds of thousands of inhabitable worlds. Races in these worlds may have 


been able to utilize the tremendous amounts of power required to bridge

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the space between,the stars," Professor C,F.Powell,Dean of the Faculty of 
Science at Bristol'University has said:"We may very reasonably suspect 
that there are beings within our galaxy of planets with physical conditions 
similar to ours who have achieved a far higher form of technical development 
and with whom I hope we will attempt to contact." Meanwhile the British 
Astronomer Royal believes that space travel is "utter bilge".. 

It is a well established fact that every major world government 
has stacks of UFO reports documented by Air Force pilots,astronomers,air¬ 
craft technicians etc. The Brazilian Government has admitted .the existence 
of objects which cannot be identified with any known aircraft on Earth,The 
National Investigations Committee on Aerial Phenomena (U.S.A.) directed by 
Major Donald Keyhoe has stated that:"From evidence in NICAP's possession it 
is claar the Air Force is still witholding information,including sighting 
reports,on UFOs." It is due to their influence in America at present that 
from a report we have just received, the Air Force has sent its commands a 
new warning to treat sightings of UFOs as 'serious business' directly re¬ 
lated to the nation's defence. From C.D.U.F.0,C.(U.S.A.) we have information 
that the House majority leader,John W.McCormack says that he feels "the Air 
Force has not been completely frank with the public regarding unidentified 
flying objects."(understatement of the year) He suggested that the House 
hold hearings on UFOs. 

Unfortunately there are opportunists in the field of 'UFOlogy' who, 
masquerading as prophets maintaining contact with interplanetary beings 
take advantage of the gullibility and natural spiritual instinct of their 
audiences by associating religion with craft watching over our planet. No 
one yet has seriously attempted to thoroughly investigate their claims. 

This is more prevalent on the U.G.A.,but this set-up is grasped on by the 
sceptics who utilize as their main weapon against serious UFO researchers. 

Public apathy,stubborness and lack of funds are the chief obstacles 
confronting UFO researchers at present. Nevertheless,a thorough investigation 
of sightings,relationships in behaviour and close co-operation with genuine 
contactees not mindful of publicity will strengthen any public demands 
for information about unidentified flying objects.

UFO DETECTOR ALARMS 

Many UFO groups overseas have had considerable success with magnetic 
detectors which are extremely simple to construct and have a high sens¬ 
itivity. One of our members,A.C.Purton, has sent us details of one such 
detector that has been tested by him. We suggest that those interested 
might like to construct one of their own,taking care that the finished 
job is placed out of range of draughts,possible vibrations &c. 
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THE DETECTOR consists of a magnet, suspended in a box by means of a thread 
and a wire adjustable in all directions. Below the magnet is placed a 
block of wood at each end of which is a nail made of some magnetic material 
(not copper or brass). These nails are connected in series with a battery 
bell and switch. The block of wood can be turned smoothly around a central 
screw until the magnet is almost,but not quite attracted to the nails. , 

When a magnetic disturbance takes place the magnet swings slightly, is 
attracted by the nails and completes the circuit,thus ringing the bell. A 
switch is included as a convenient,quick method of stopping the bell ring¬ 
ing after the alarm.takes place,since the detector may be installed in an 

inconvenient position to reach quickly. 

The box in which the magnet is suspended should be constructed so 
as to be free from draughts and should be preferably fixed firmly to some 

solid support. '• t , . , , „. 

The detector has a high sensitivity and should naturally be kept as 

dry as possible; the nails and magnet should be polished every so often as 
sparking at the contacts may dull the surfaces and prevent a current flowing 

freely. 
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The most suitable magnet to use would be the flat type asillustrated. How¬ 
ever, a horseshoe type will be satisfactory if the wooden nail carrier is 
shortened. Magnets can be obtained from H.W.English,Rayleigh Road,Hutton 
Brentwood,Essex. The type required should be specified. Short bar magnets 
can be placed- on a meccano strip - after magnetization. Readers who deca d e 
to make this detector could look out for magnetic effects during thunder¬ 
storms - as these might cause false alarms. 

We suggest that all those interested in UFO research carry a small 
pocket compass with them. The force fields of these objects.have a definite 
magnetic strength which can extend for quite large distances.

APRIL 19-'At 19.40 a sighted object 
to W.N.W.,high altitude,moving fast. 

As it drew closer an orange trail 
grew progressively wider from the 
leading point in contrast to normal 
vapour trails. 

The object emitted a strong 
greenish light. It appeared to in¬ 
crease height abruptly and disappear¬ 
ed to the North-West at a. great speed 
APRIL 20 - 'At 1450 a same remarkable 
phenomenon sighted to the North. 

Again atrail,thin at first andgptting 
much broader at leading point as 
range decreased. 

'Revealed erratic course with 
abrupt alteration. Again object dis¬ 
appeared to N.N.F.,apparently rising 
and increasing speed.' 

There ended without comment 
the extracts signed by Lieutenant C, 

J.Paterson,in command. 

A spokesman for the Board of 
Admiralty said last night:'The whole 
thing is a complete mystery to us. 

This is the first report of such a 
phenomenon in the Royal Navy.

"...in Washington,undergoing 
analysis are three 'space pancakes' 
which,a ’Wisconsin plumber says,were 
handed to him by three 'flying 
saucerman' who landed in his back 
garden.

ARGENTINE SIGHTINGS BY AIRLINE PILOTS 
Date:Feb.7th.1961 

This UFO was first seen at night as . 
a 'bright something' about the size 
of a tennis.ball, at an elevation of* 
about 45°.Unfortunately the compass 
bearing was not. specified. 

The 'tennis ball' grew in size, 
until it became as large as the noon¬ 
day sun. Having reached this latter . 
size,the object immediately began to. 
shrink in size- again, and continued . 
to grow smaller.until it disappeared. 

Seen under conditions of a 
clear,cloudless and moonless night 
sky, the spherical shape was clear 
cut and of 'a 'brilliant flame yellow’* 

The duration of the phenomenon* 
was estimated by the observer to 
have been approximately 15 secs. 

There was no noise and there 
appeared to be no vertical or hor¬ 
izontal movement or even a 'burning 
tail.' The estimated height was 1 to” 
2 miles. 

On reflection the observer con¬ 
sidered he had seen an object app¬ 
roaching at high velocity which had,. 
without reducing speed,reversed dir-, 
ection along its reciprocal course. • 
The sighting was confirmed loc-. 
ally and a peon at a Chacra about 3 • 
miles away had seen more or less 


what had been described. 

Another person had seen a 'tubo 
de luz', a tube of light, standing 
vertically on nose or tail. This 
phenomenon lasted a few seconds. 

The first observer continues in 
his very long description of the 
event to say that some weeks earlier 
several airline pilots flying be¬ 
tween Uruguay and Buenos Aires at 
night had seen a 'ball of fire' in 
the sky, had radioed base, and a 
few moments after, a UFO had been 
picked up on shore-based radar screens 
'moving so rapidly that the papers 
said it could not have been any con¬ 
ventional aircraft or other machine 
known to the would.'"

A deputy sheriff in Geuga County who saw the blue light shortly after 
midnight said it was followed by a vibration that rocked his cruiser. 

Two airlines pilots, approaching Cleveland Hopkins Airport in their sep- 
erate planes .reported the occurrence to Case Tech Observatory. 'This is 
most unusual,a mystery,'said Jason J. Nassau director of the Observatory. 

'I spoke with the two pilots who saw the flash.From what they told me,this 
does not sound like the flash of a meteorite because the light lasted only 
a second or two. It could have been a satellit burning up and exploding in 
the earth's atmosphere as it descended.' Ralph W.Burhans,project leader at 
the Standard Oil Research Lab. in Warrensville Heights noted,though,that 
there was no record of any man-launched satellite in orbit over this area 
at the time of the flash, and no record of any that was ready to olunge to 
earth. John Lengel,special deputy sheriff describes it thus:-^At the 

crest of a hill with the clear sky to the south plainly visible. I saw 
this terrific flash - it looked like a giant arc-light and for an instant 
it wasas bright as day. I could have read a newspaper by that light. After 
it vanished,I felt this thud that rocked my car.'" Other sheriffs over 
the county witnessed the incident, -Cleveland Press 9/2/1 961

REVISED SIGHTING REPORT FORM 

A newly designed UFO Sighting^Report Form (S. 3 .) is enclosed with this 
Bulletin. All members are asked to study it carefully, particularly Section C, 
so that in the event of their investigating a sighting or experiencing one 
themselves they will know what details are required. The diagram in Section C,13, 
represents^the sky as seen from the ground by the observer looking upwards, and 
consequently the points of the compass from East to South to West are seen to 
follow in an anti-clockwise direction from North, as in the case of a star map. 

It is most important to record the bearing and elevation of an object at any two 
widely separated points as accurately as possible so that, when there are several 
witnesses in different parts of the country, the object's course can be plotted. 

Any queries concerning this form should be addressed to the Chairman.(More available) 
When you hear of a UFO report (or a rumour of a possible UFO) please send 
a form to the witness as soon as possible . You need only insert, in the "letter" 
part of the form above Section A:the name and address of the addressee, the date 
and the date of the witness's observation.
